This brought the blue rib­ 
bon mile mark to France for the 
first time since 1931 when Jutes 
Ladoumegue 
was 
clocked 
in 
4:08.2. 
In Tuesday night’s race, Ger­ 
ald 
Vervoort 
was 
second 
in 
3:59.9. 
Ironically, Jazy does not think 
of the mile as his best distance. 
He prefers the 5,000 meters. But 
he said outright before the race 
that he was going for a world 
record, and he made it. He then 
gave warning that he w*as going 
to shoot for a sensational exploit 
in the 5.000 meters Friday night 
in Paris. 
In the 1960 Olympic Games in 
Rome, Jazy finished a badly 
beaten second in the 1,500 met­ 
ers. For the 1964 Games, he 
decided to switch to the 5,000 
meters. 
But in Tokyo, he was both­ 
ered by the pace and used up 


three years to get back his con­ 
fidence after he w as beaten by 
30 meters by Herb Elliott of 
Australia in the 1,500 meters in 
Rome. 
Jazy’s mile record capped an 
amazing series of races in the 
space of one week. On June 2, 
he ran the fastest mile by a Eu­ 
ropean with a tim e of 3:55.5 at 
Saint Maur, a Paris suburb. On 
June 6, at Lorient, he erased the 
old European record for the 5,- 
000 
meters

In Paris he will be aiming for 
the 13:25.8 record for 5,000 met­ 
ers set by Ron Clarke of Austra­ 
lia last week in Los Angeles.
